My Lord ^ » 

I Doubt not but there hath con^e to your Lordihlps hands.bcfore no\v,thc Re- 
lation of the Adventures of a Chrijiian-Ship, in a late Letter from Le^orn in 
Italy, done indeed by a very ingeriiowsTen, but differing perhaps in fome 
Ci^cumftanccs, from what is nakedly and genuinely true; and believing it 
will be no Icfs grateful to your LordHaip, tp hear the Relation of the Fortunes and 
Aavfcnilires of another r^'//?/V/«-c57j/;> (not much different in Intereft from the o- 
tb^rp I have prelumcd to prefent theni to yoJur Lordfliip in this Paper, with as" 
iritich of -trurh and brevity as lean. ; , 

^^Thd^ijwas riding,notlong ago.inth'^c famous Port of JlexanJria in JpMt, a 
Ckrtlttan-Ship, which, alrhough of no inimcnfc bulk or grcatnefs, yet To well' 
cornpaacd and munitcd,both within and without, as Ihe was not only able to de-' 
iend herfelfJrom the attacks and violence of others, but alfo give a law to moil 
ef the' Veflels round about her, being mod excellently and flrongly manned, but 
Withjxirople of Various fentimcnts and opinions, which cannot much be wondred 
ar, anifdft the'^rcat confluence and numbers of mariners which daily did attcnd^ 
her. -^ 

The Captain of this Ship (who hath commanded her for thefe fcvcral years 
by-paft, and who, amongft the moft illuftrious perfons on the Earth, gives place 
lo none) was fccoridcd in his Government by a Lieutenant of a very illuanous 
birth and €]juality,and a Standard-bearer, who (though but young) hath eiven ex- 
traordinary proofs both of his Courage and Condu<a:, in fcVcral ercat^Lrieaee- 
mcnts in the world. 'f'< °° 

This Ship, thus happy in her Commanders, happy alfo in her Navigations, 
iirtd ah univerfal Trade, and Peace with all, had all the fchciitiesa Tcmporaf 
}ncereft could be capable of, where fuddcniy there broke out li dark difcovcry 
of A horrid Pior, not only againft the Ship it (qU, but alfo a Confpiracy dctcdtcd" 
againlt the perfon and life of this famous Captain. 

AllmenU:oodama7ed,all men flood wondring with conflerhation from whence 
this Storm flioiild come, where it pleafed God that (cither through a rcmorfc 
infomeoftheConfpirators, or rather an extraordinary work of Divine Provi- 
atntc) two or three of thofc who had been engaged in it, came and gave the 
firtt Twinkling Light, by which it was found to be hatched at Grand Caird by 
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ihc chief Mufty or Bifliop there, wherein (ns was faid ) he had pnricipal.'y 
made ufcof the miniftration and (ervicc of thQCoir^s (a certain IlcJigious Order 
in chcfc parts) and half Chrilhans. , , r , 

The Captain, not to bc'wanting to his own Security, and that of the Ships, 
gave prcfcnt Orders, that the dcteaors' Ihould be forthwith examined before 
himfelf. and his Icfler Council; wheie finding upon Oath, matter enough againd 
feveral of them, all that could be name4 to it both of a higher and lower condi- 
tion were fcized on, and fecurcd, and many ot thcfc Coftycs ( upon particular 
Informations againft thcm^bcing brought to their Try al before the Judge- Advo- 
cate of the Ship, were found guilty, and condemned, and accordingly faflcrcd 
capital punilhmcnt for the fame. 

But here we muft take notice, that that which gave the grcatcfl light, and con- 
firmation of this Plot, was the batbarous afTafilnation or murther that happened 
about that time, to be committed upontheperfonof an Officer in fome Authority 
about the regulation of the Peace and behaviour of the Mariners, who had been 
very induftrious in the finding out, and fccuring of thcfc Coftycs, and their abet- 
tors j this being alfo difcovcred by one or two that had but too deep a hand in 
it, made this opinion of the Plot more and more obvious every day, although k 
was faid, many of the Muftv s lleligion in theShip ("of the more fobcr and mode- 
rate fort of them) did abfolutely difown fucha thing, as abhorrent to their nature 
and principles, and have declared (how truly. let it be to th'emfelves) that if the 
chief Mufty at Cairo, with all his Dependents, fhould but once promote any 
thing that were deflrud^ive to the Captain, or his Ship, they would utterly difown 
him in it, and help to prcfctvc cither of them, vvith the utmoft of their lives and 
fortunes. 

But to return from this digrejTion, I muft proceed to tell your Lordfliip, that 
about that lime it was, that thefe detedors (having won thcmfclves into a good 
opinion with the Captain's greater CounciO Jbegun to fly higher in their accufa- 
lions, whereupon feveral of the Mufty*s Religion, of the bed rank, who were 
thought to have corrcfponded with him, or received any Commands from him, 
were fecurcd. 

And here it did not red, but prefcntly they began to caft fome afperfions up- 
on the Lieutenant, loading him with Calumnies, and moft improbable untruths, 
that he fliould be much under the perfuafions of the Coftys, and had fome in- 
clinations for the Mufty, for which they had no particular grounds,but what they 
cither fuggelled from the Lieutenant^s late marriage with a very virtuous and 
mod illullrious I.ady (but of the Mufty 's Keligion;) or rather his own withdraw- 
ing himfelf from the ordinary and publick Devotions of the Ship; grounds (a& 
was generally thought) too mean and infirm to bottom fuch prejudices upon, a- 
gainll fo confiderablc a pcrfon. as if it were rationally to be believed he would be 
lo infatuated as to truckle under the Mufty, or to betray thclntercfts of thre^Ship 
(wherein he hath fo great a fharc himfelf) to a foreign yoke or fervitudc, wliich 
made many of the more moderate fort of the Mariners fufpedt the credibility of 
the detedtors in all or every circumflancc of their dctcdidn; (though as to the 
main, nothing can be clearer) having alfo muttered fomething againll thcCapr. 
own Lady.as if flie (hould have been made privy to this Conlbiracy againft thcCapt. 
And now it was not long'after, that oneof the chief Phyncians of the Ship be- 
ing examined and tryed before the Judg-advocate for confpiring againft the Life 
ofthc Capt. who-finaing the Evidence againft him not to be fo pofitive and con- 
vincing, as they were in fome former Tiryals before him ; and being loth to have 
the blood of any man upon him, that lay not under greater circumftanccs of 
convidtion, than could by the evidence that day be made out againft the Phyfi-

ciati, forbore to give any particular charge about it; but left it fairly to his AfTer 
forsj who having acquitted him.many in the Ship became, much, concctn'd therc- 
ar,reviling the Judg- Advocate with many tinduc and undecent reproaches aeainft 
a pcrfon of his gravity and place, all which he bore with aji aquanimity worthy 
ofhis dignity; and beingaftcrwards Articled againft by thejime Evidence Cbi^ 
fore the Capt. and his lefTer CouncilJ as if he had misbehaved himfelf upon the 
place of Judicaturc> at the Phyfician's TryalJ, and other impertinent and unbc- 
comine things wherewith they charged him; he wds judged by the Council free 
from fuch criminations and afperfions. and left at his difcrction, to vindicate his 
Reputation and Dignity ,by any way he ftould think moft proper for it. 

But,my Lordj having omitted fome partof the Relation before; which concerned 
the. Lieutenant, I muft recur a little back, to tell your Lordlhip, that this fufoi- 
cion flying very high againft him, which being laid hold on by the Cape greater 
Council, they began to ftart fome qucflions as.to the Lieutenant's right td fticceed 
in the Command of the Ship, after the decea/fe of the Cabt. (if he ihould happen 
to die without cbj drcn) which the Capt. quickly perceiving, did cxprcfly forbid^ 
but withal gavp them leave to advifc upon, and fetle all other imaginable fccu' 
ritics for the good of the Ship (in fpirituals atyirell as temporals) as they could 
poffibly devifc (the other way only excepted) and togratitie them yet more gave 
order to the Lieutenant, to abfent himfelf with his Family from the Ship, which 
he very promptly obeyed j but the greater Cpuncil ftill infifting upon that point 
and no way minding to give theC^pt. that fatisfadion he expe^ed ii? order to 
his pubhck exigcncK8.hc thought it fit (accordlngto hik undouljted right there- 
to) to put ofFthcgreatcr. Council for a whijeriri the interim, the Capt. falling in- 
to a dangerous diftemper of Sickn«f?, and the rLieutei^anfc thinking himfelf ob- 
liged to pay hima Vifit thereuppn.m^dciiprivatVftep to the Ship again, in order 
to that duty, which being nofooner performed, but the Capt. gave hirti order to 
teturiv from whence he came, which tpmmancfJip obeyed as readily as the former 

And now,my Lord, remcmbring that about thejormer part of this Relation f 
toldyour Lordfliip there was in this goodly VeifTel Mariners of various Jude- 
mei>ts and Opinions, I Ihall therefore proceed to let your Lord fhip ktiovV that 
amongft them, there was a confideraWe QtQ,^ of Pharifaicil Chriftians,whd think 
they out-do all, others in fanftity and holinefs of profeflTion. but a people very 
much detracSting from.dnd cenforious of all others, whb ^i-c hot of the fame pro- 
fefJion >i^rith them J th^fe, I fay bciag of ^ ug^afid and rcftlefs natures, never left 
hammering ftrange IrinoVations into the heads qI fome of the Pilots thereby to 
di^vcrt the courfc and fteerage of the Ship out of its ordinary courfe of bivine 
Worlhip; and becaufe they were reftrained in theirown way (it being contrary 
*°i_^ wf r Order)they pi-oceeded to raife a mutiny in fome out-parts 'of the Ship' 
which (like an JgmJatuusSoon up, foon butj ^hd mif leading many into its pre- 
cipices) was quickly allayed, bythcCondud of our yoiing Standard-bearer and 
all things fecmed quiet again; but this Party (together with fome others iti the 
inner-parts of the Ship) concluding from the I ndiilgcncies and benignity of the 
Standard bearer (Who had fpai-ed many of the Mutinceh, where by MarJialLaw 
he might have proceeded with the greater feverity againft them) and taking that 
to proceed from deftgri, which only protccded f^om geAcrofity, they bccun to 
fancy him their Patron and Defender, ahd to talk, ^t a ftrange rate about it which 
(together with fome private Cabals cOming to the tars of the Capt.) he thought 
K fiteven for the Standard- bearer's good, to fcVcrhim f^tn futh company, by 
laying his Comftiands upon h\m, to abfent liimfelf alfo from th^ Shib 
which he readily obeyed; but within a fliort while after (being as it was cene- 
rally thought, influenced upoft by fome 6f ihtfc Uncafie people) returned thithct 
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jigdin, wirhoutthc order or apprcbanon of the Capt, wbich ificcnfing hmY and 
RTvinc now Order for his retreat agaitt, he did ftOt yield that^rcads^ etc dunce 
rhOr<ninto, which all men that entirely loved him, and would have ventured ve- 
ry mutfhfof him. could have widied iie had done; whereupon the Cam. w3io 
had only fufpended him from the ufe of fome bencfkia Places he had before. 
Mve otdcr^now for the difpofing of tlicm into other hands, to ihc gricK of miahjr 
hohoftMorilicrs. and perhaps to ihd difquict of the Capt. hinrifclf (who had •an 
•extrabrdinary afFcaioft for bim> but feeing no other way to $S?"'^]^'vJ5S^^^ 
flamcsofthole. whohad'btit too; much abufed »1;'5 ,F'*^^^l''^'!jt^^^ 
t urc of the Standard-beaigr, he thought himfelf obliged, to laW this c6\iff<^.;^^a- 
ifentty forcfccing. rhat'when thefc uncafie people had but once got thfcrnjjri 
fcrvcd byhim, their next courfe would be either to ovcrturh'liip. cr at thc-btlf, 
to have left him in the Ixirdh for all: • . ; ; ' ' . , . '.._„. 

. And h6w the time dtawine nigh; for the meeting of the efeaver Council W 
of thefc Intriguing people had fo ordered it. that rtianyol the^Mariner 6 yc#0of- 
licitcd to make SubfcriptionS tothb Petitions forth<i meeting thereof. whi«h 
being mdecdby the Capt. and all thtJ moderate an'd^faict'Jott ot thcMarfncrs. 
tobeanuSduc, and an uiifafc wa^ of proceeding, ahd fet,6n'<bn purp9fe).tc^ot. 
trudc fomething upon the Capt. to the prejudice of the titdtcnant (for \Vl)om 
he, hath alfo a very great aCedtioti^he thought it fit to m tljcm ofF for fomfc 
timc,more, forcfeeing (as it happened not many^i^ears hefoic^ that thefe5ub-

And now the Capt; nbi perceiving the cfffe^s he had promifcd hiriiftjf frorii 
the Lieutenant's abfciice,. SVhich h'e had ptiihcipally caufcd to gratifieTomfttu- 
mours which yet he faw flill pc'rfirting in %heir uiiqtiiet (ioiirfcs, hatHrf/obght 
itrcafonable to recallhiriitb the'^hif)>gairt;'bU«'wrihoutany part of theGoVerri- 
mcnt at prefent : the Standard-bearer rfeftiaWiiig^lifcewife inhcirj fecMded its^ycc 
from all his former Officesand Commands : Un%t<this ^ofturc, upder this Crtjts 
of Affairs was this goodly andbcauriful VcflfeJ(at thecommg away <3f thtsdif- 
pktch, for whofe fafety I am always bound t6 pray, being dommandtd' by one 
of the bravcft H«?>"o« in the world. ' -' . - ,, 
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
